provided, and of late years he lias been in 
the chair oftoucr than the Vice-President. 
There is a tradition that wlien fhe conven- 
tion that formed (ho constitution was con- 
sidering the titles of dignity to bo attached 
to the high ofiicer unck-r the .Ljovtrnment, 
Benjamin Frnnkliu suygesled that the Vice-

FHIBHDLY SOCIETIES ACROSS THE 


WATER. 


About -1;000,000 of thrifty workmen and 


small traders iu EugUud and Wales arc 
members of what are kunwn aa "friendly 
societies." These nre associationfi which, in 
consideration of the payment of a small sum 
each week from each meraber,prouiifie to yay 
such or such R sum to his writ when ho dies, 
or to himself whom he is flick. More than 
8,000,000 of persons are thus interested in 
these societies, and the total amount of 
money for which tho societies are ultimately 
responsible is uot less than $00,000,000. 
Unhappily, most of these associations are 
managed, or mismanaged, by men wholly 
ignorant of the laws of averages aud of tho 
other rules that govern successful insurance 
companies, and four years ago Mr. Tid Prat I 
the official registrar, reported lo Parliament 
that the greater part of them were in a con- 
dition of hopeless insolvency. Every little 
while one of them iiinashcs up, and the 
provident poor who have invested their sav- 
in«s in them are cheated out of \vlmt they 
had looked forward to as thciv resource iu 
time of need. .The improvident then jeer 
their more prudent neighbors. "I have 
spent my money fts I got it," says tho im- 
povideut scamp, ',nud have hsd the good of 
it. You have put yours in your friendly 
shciety, nnd now where is it?" Parliament 
has been puzzling its poor brains over this 
matter for years, but does not seo ho\v to 
afford nuy very effectual relief. 
The pres- 


ent home secretary has introduced a bill 
providing that hereafter the registrar shall 
publish proper tables of premiums and ben- 
efits. Tho societies need not adopt those; 
but if they do not thoir members may con- 
sider themselves warned. This seems to bo 
but a poor security; but perhaps it is belter 
than nothing. 


TIIAITS o>' Till; SIUI:K.—"When tho blubber 


aid fut has been removed from tho carcass 
of the whale by tho Trinidad fishermen, it is 
usually towed "out, aud allowed to drift with 
the current ai a b.iit for sharks, while largo 
canoes filled some .flint in the stylo of whale 
boats, follow it, to harpoon any of those 
fish that may come within range. Sharking 
is rather good s;.ort iu itself, itud is at tho 
saiio time every remunerative, on ucconnt 
of the quantity" of oil that may bo obtained 
from the liver. 
Tho shark is killed much in 


tbe sumo way as tho whale, being first 
harpooned, nnd them lanced till it is ei- 
hausted. nfter which its liver is out out, aud 
placed iu the boat. The liver is four or 
five feet long, aud n large ouo will givo aa 
much us fifteen or sixteen gallons of oil. 
Though sharks iti these parts are numerous, 
Occidents while 
b.ithing, or even when 


boots are swamped nt sea aro rare; aud they 
will not touch a human being oven ivhon iu 
the water alongside a whale that is being 
cut up. Several instances are well authen- 
ticated where persous have fallen among 
them and escaped 
without injury; _ the 


shark, it is said prefering the blabber, and 
the Sesh of the whr.le to human flesh. There 
can be no doubt, ho-.vever, that if the person 
thus immersed were wounded in such n 
manner as to cause blood to ilow, sharks 
would eat him just as readily as they do tho 
whalo. When iu great numbers they will 
eat one of their own kind that has been 
severely wounded, uud on uuch occasions 
rushnS the- body to fiercely as to force it 
above tho surface.
